(Original) The foldable tricycle of claim 14, 
wherein the front wheel fork further comprises an 
aligning recess, and the fastening member further 
comprises an aligning projection that engages with the 
aligning recess, wherein when the aligning projection 
is engaged with the aligning recess, the fork hole and 
the fastening member hole are aligned with each other. 
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Claim 16. (Original) The foldable tricycle of claim 15, 

wherein the fastening element comprises a bolt and a 
nut that engages with the bolt.
